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WEATHER BUREAU'S 30-DAY OUTLOOK 
MID-MAY TO MID-JUNE 1965 


The Weather Bureau's 30-day outlook for mid-May to mid-June calls for tempera- 
tures to average above seasonal normals from the Ohio Valley northward to the 
upper Great Lakes and eastward to the Atlantic Coast. Below normal averages are 
anticipated from the Great Plains Region westward to the Pacific Coast except 

for near normal in California. In unspecified areas near normal temperatures 

are anticipated. Rainfall is expected to exceed normal from the west Gulf 

States northward to the Great Lakes and also over the northern Plains. Subnormal 
amounts are called for over middie and north Atlantic Coastal areas as well as 
over the Southern Plateau, the Great Basin, and California. Elsewhere near 
normal amounts are anticipated.

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WEATHER OF THE WEEK ENDING MAY 17 


HIGHLIGHTS: (1) Substantial rains in many dry portions of Great Plains. (2) 


Excessive rains, flash flooding, central Texas, also Black Hills area. (3) Still 
dry, some Gulf and Atlantic coastal areas. (4) Cool Southwest, warm Great Lakes, 


otherwise near normal. 


TEMPERATURE: Nevada, Idaho, and nearby areas averaged 10° to 14° warmer than the 
previous week and a few degrees warmer than normal. It was cooler from the Rio 
Grande to the Great Lakes this week but averages were still above normal. Temp- 
eratures in the 80's were common over the Dakotas on Thursday, reached the south- 
ern portion of the Lake region on Saturday, and were recorded in western New 
England by Sunday. The Northeast and the Southeast were cool at midweek with 
warmer periods earlier and later as weekly averages were mostly near normal, 

The Western States had a gradually rising temperature trend during the week, 


PRECIPITATION: The very dry area extending from western Texas to southeastern 
Wyoming and western Nebraska had general rains of 1 to 2 inches with only a few 
areas missed. Numerous heavy thundershowers soaked much of Texas and caused 
local flooding as some central portions received from 5 to 8 inches. Friday's 
rains over eastern Colorado were the heaviest in several months. Wyoming 
received beneficial snow early in the week and some good showers Thursday and 
Friday. Weekend rains of 2.5 to 6 inches fell in the Black Hills area of South 
Dakota. Beneficial rains fell over much of Nebraska and northeastward to Upper 
Michigan. Rainfall in the East ranged from none over southern Alabama to an inch 
or more in the upper Ohio Valley. Several areas along the Gulf coast and in 
Florida have been persistently dry. Many areas in the West and Southwest had 
little or no rain last week. Severe thunderstorms including some tornadoes 
occurred over portions of 11 States from Texas to Michigan and Ohio. (Summary 
supplied by U.S. Weather Bureau). 
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CEREAL AND FORAGE INSECTS 


ALFALFA WEEVIL (Hypera postica) - MARYLAND - Larval damage severe in unsprayed 
alfalfa in central sections; larvae averaged 80 per sweep in field in Carroll 
County. Pupation continuing in most areas. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). DELAWARE - 
Many untreated fields throughout State show very heavy feeding injury; larvae 
average over 100 per sweep. (Burbutis). NEW JERSEY - Adults ranged 0-140 
(averaged 75) and larvae ranged 244-1,860 (averaged 820) per 100 sweeps on 
alfalfa in 6 fields in Burlington-Warren County area. Adults ranged 0-65 
(averaged 28) and larvae ranged 650-7,000 (averaged 2,670) in areas of Gloucester, 
Salem and Cumberland Counties. (Ins.-Dis. Newsltr.). NEW YORK - Adults averaged 
1 per sweep in Owego, Tioga County, much heavier than in 1964. No larvae found 
in Tioga or Tompkins Counties. Feeding in Ulster County. (IBY Wkly eRpite 

May 10). CONNECTICUT - Adults averaged 39 per 25 sweeps in south-central section; 
mating noted. (Savos, May 12). MASSACHUSETTS - Newly deposited eggs noted in 
western section. Larvae ranged 2-3 and adults 2-13 per 100 sweeps. (Shaw, 

May 7). VERMONT - No adult or larval activity observed. (Nielsen, May 6). 


OHIO - Continued reports substantiate seriousness of problem in southeastern 
region of State. All alfalfa heavily infested in Washington County. New adults 
and pupae in Highland County. Fields sprayed early in Gallia County again 
developing high populations; up to 6-8 larvae per stem with some fields 90 per- 
cent or more infested. Larger larvae found in previously sprayed fields indicate 
that some larvae evidently survived spray treatment. Adults found in all fields 
checked in Tuscarawas County; 65-70 percent terminal growth damage in southern 
section of county. Double handful of larvae collected in 25 sweeps in Columbia 
County; ranged 50-100 percent infested in southern and eastern parts of county; 
northern parts somewhat less advanced, Generally spread over Adams County; 
damage heavy; cutting done early there. Progressively lighter plant damage 

noted in westerly direction from Fayette County through northern Brown County 
and into Butler County. A 20 percent plant infestation recorded in fields in 
Fayette County; 10 percent noted in northern Brown County. One larva per 10 
sweeps in field in Butler County. Other counties reporting H. postica: Guernsey, 
Athens and Fairfield Counties. (Rose et al.). INDIANA - Reported in Bartholomew, 
Johnson, Jennings, Ripley and Dearborn Counties for the first time. (Matthew, 
Huber). Pupating in southernmost counties of State (Matthew, Lehker). Larvae 
range 15-1,300 per 100 sweeps in Harrison and surrounding counties. Light in 
Johnson and Bartholomew Counties; average 2 adults and 3 larvae per 200 sweeps. 
Larvae range 10-20 per 100 sweeps in areas of Jennings, Ripley and Dearborn 
Counties. (Matthew, Huber, Lehker, May 7). ILLINOIS - None found in southern 
Champaign or Vermilion Counties. (Lusk). MISSOURI - Pupation nearly complete 

in southeast district; larvae range 10-20 per 10 sweeps with adults common. New 
growth alfalfa damaged 20-25 percent. (Wkly. Ins. Rpt., May 8). ARKANSAS - 
Reported in Sharp, Baxter and Marion Counties for the first time; this brings to 
14 the number of counties known to be infested in State. Species has moved 
halfway across northern part of State. Ranged 15-25 per 100 sweeps in Craighead 
County; about 80 percent adults. (Ark. Ins, Sur.). NEW MEXICO - Of 4 fields 
checked near Corrales, Sandoval County, counts per 25 sweeps as follows: One 
adult in first, 40 larvae in second, 75 larvae and 1 adult in third and 305 
larvae and 3 adults in fourth field. Heavy damage in third and fourth fields; 
ranged 5-8 larvae in field near Penablanca, Sandoval County; light feeding 

| damage noted. (Heninger). COLORADO - Adults ranged 100-400 per 100 sweeps on 

| alfalfa in Weld County; mating and egg laying underway; no larvae taken to date. 
(Simpson). Adults ranged 100-200 on same crop in Larimer County. (Simpson). 
Larvae increasing in most alfalfa fields in Mesa County; ranged 20-100 per 100 
sweeps. Parasitism ranges 20-50 percent in fields with low to moderate H. postica 
larval counts. (Bulla). WYOMING - Adults averaged 6 per 100 sweeps in alfalfa 
in Washakie County. (Marks). UTAH - Larval numbers well above normal in 
Washington County but only occasionally causing conspicuous damage. (Thornley, 
Knowlton, May 10). Injuring older alfalfa fields in Green River, Emery County; 
adults 1-7 and larvae 22-125 per 10 sweeps; to third instars. Ranged 2-3 per 10 
sweeps in Miller Creek area, Emery County. Damage becoming obvious in alfalfa 
fields in Moab, Grand County, and Green River, Emery County. (Knowlton), NEVADA - 
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Larvae variable in Pahranagat Valley-Hiko areas, Lincoln County. Highest 

counts 20 per sweep in some fields in Hiko area where damage evident. Larvae 

in various stages; adults present. Larvae and adults light and spotted in Panaca, 
Lincoln County. (Bechtel, Zoller). 


CLOVER LEAF WEEVIL (Hypera punctata) - MASSACHUSETTS - Larvae range 2-5 per 100 
sweeps in western area, (Shaw, May 7). MARYLAND - Larvae caused noticeable 
injury to red clover on farm in Carroll County. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). OHIO - 
Two adults collected in alfalfa in Darke County in 50 sweeps. (Rose). INDIANA - 
This and H. nigrirostris (lesser clover leaf weevil) averaged 2 per 100 sweeps 
in alfalfa-clover mixtures in southeast. (Huber, May 8). ILLINOIS - Larvae 
vary 0-13 (average 3.5) per square foot in clover and alfalfa fields in northern 
area, (Ill. Ins. Rpt.). MISSOURI - Absent in alfalfa in southwest and south 
central districts. (Wkly. Ins. Rpt., May 8). IOWA - Larvae second to third 
instars in central area; average 1 per plant in red clover and alfalfa; not 
threatening. (Iowa Ins. Inf., May 11). 


LESSER CLOVER LEAF WEEVIL (Hypera nigrirostris) - NEBRASKA - Adults ranged 0-1 
per 10 sweeps in Gage County. (Rhine). MARYLAND - Adults and larvae light on 
red clover on farm in Carroll County. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). 


CLOVER ROOT CURCULIO (Sitona hispidula) - IDAHO - Adults collected in sweepings 
in Bonners Ferry on white clover seed fields. (Ingle, Portman). 


A WEEVIL (Sitona scissifrons) - NEBRASKA - Ranged 0-10 per 10 sweeps in alfalfa 
in Jefferson, Franklin and Gosper Counties. (Rhine). 


PEA APHID (Acyrthosiphon pisum) - IDAHO - Controls used on severe infestation 
of 280 acres at Granview. (Mink). NEVADA - Light, up to 4 per sweep, in all 
alfalfa fields checked in Pahranagat Valley, Hiko and Panaca, Lincoln County. 
(Bechtol, Zoller). UTAH - General but no high populations observed in alfalfa 
in Green River area, Emery County. Scarce to light in Utah, Salt Lake, Carbon 
and Emery Counties; some lady beetle adults, damsel bugs (Nabis spp.) and big- 
eyed bugs (Georcoris spp.) present in infested fields. (Knowlton). WYOMING - 
Averaged 52 per 100 sweeps in alfalfa in Washakie County. (Marks). COLORADO - 
Ranged 300-400 per 100 sweeps in alfalfa northeast of Greeley, Weld County. 
(Simpson). Averaged 10 per 100 sweeps northwest of Longmont. (Urano). NEW 
MEXICO - Light to very heavy in alfalfa near Belen and Jarales, Valencia County. 
Heaviest infestations reducing stands; in some cases killing whole fields where 
controls not used, (Heninger). Mostly light in alfalfa checked in Artesia, 
Carlsbad and Loving, Eddy County. (Kloepfer). OKLAHOMA - Heavy rains and early 
cuttings greatly reduced numbers in many areas; heavy in some fields with new 
growth attacked. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). KANSAS - Light in Marion, Chase and Green- 
wood Counties; light to moderate in Riley County. (Gates, Brooks, May 7). 


NEBRASKA - Ranged 100-500 (averaged 200) per 10 sweeps in alfalfa in Gage, 
Jefferson, Thayer, Nuckolls, Webster, Franklin and Harlan Counties; no controls 
needed. Ranged 5-50 (averaged 30) per 10 sweeps in alfalfa in Furnas, Gosper, 
Phelps and Kearney Counties; large number of predators present. (Rhine) . 

MISSOURI - Ranged 100-500 per 10 sweeps in south-central district and 100 to 
several thousand per 10 sweeps in Lawrence and Greene Counties. (Wkly. Ins. Rpt., 
May 8). Counts in alfalfa remain high in central and east central districts; 
1,000 to several thousand per 10 sweeps; harvest beginning; predator and parasite 
counts high. (Houser, Thomas, Peters). IOWA - Average 20 per 10 sweeps in 
alfalfa; winged and wingless adults present with 50 percent nymphs. (Iowa Ins. Inf., 
May 11). MINNESOTA - Ranged 20-2,200 (averaged 400) per 100 sweeps on alfalfa. 
(Minn. Ins. Rpt.). WISCONSIN - Hatched in Brodhead and Mazomanie areas April 13; 
4 days later than in 1964, Considerable number of parasites, primarily Praon 
pequodorum (a braconid) appearing about one week later. Predators nearly absent. 
Later, high degree of parasitism evident. A. pisum O in fields near Janesville 
to 1,500 per sweep in parts of Trempealeau County. Winged forms appearing; counts 
presently very low but could increase rapidly. (Wis. Ins, Sur.). ILLINOIS - 

Low (0-890), average 234 per 100 sweeps in clover and alfalfa fields in northern 
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area; parasites abundant. Vary 500-1,200 (average 860) per 100 sweeps in central 
area, CHilieesinsae Rotel INDIANA - Ranged 5-10 per sweep in east central section; 
20-40 per sweep in southeast section and 21 per 100 sweeps in Porter County. 
(Huber, Matthew, May 8). MICHIGAN - Light in 6 of 7 alfalfa fields in Monroe 

and Livingston Counties May 11. Averaged less than 3 per sweep. Heavy in 

Monroe County field seeded in 1964; over 10 per sweep. Braconids ranged moderate 
to high in most alfalfa; credited with keeping populations reduced, (Newman) . 
OHIO - Averaged 34 per sweep in alfalfa in Fayette County; 24 per sweep in 

field in Brown County. About 50-70 percent of alfalfa plants with parasitized 
aphids, up to 6 parasitized forms per plant. Emergence holes visible on some 
aphids. A. pisum infestations ranged 10-12 per alfalfa plant and more per 

clover plant in Lorain County; numerous in Pickaway County; parasitized specimens 
noted in Sandusky County. (Rose et al.). 


MASSACHUSETTS - Relatively few in western area; ranged 5-15 per 100 sweeps. 

(Shaw, May 7). NEW JERSEY - Ranged 28-148 (averaged 75) per 20 sweeps on alfalfa 
in 6 fields in Burlington-Warren County area. Ranged 0-200 (averaged 126) in 
areas of Gloucester, Salem and Cumberland Counties. (Ins.-Dis. Newsltr.). 
MARYLAND - Relatively light on alfalfa in central sections, We Meck eEnt., Depitia))- 
FLORIDA - Several thousand adults and nymphs per 100 sweeps on alfalfa at 
Gainesville, Alachua County; increasing. Heaviest populations this spring. 

Very light on yellow lupine at Gainesville. (Mead,. May 10). 


SPOTTED ALFALFA APHID (Therioaphis maculata) - WISCONSIN - Hatched in Brodhead 
area April 22; 6 days later than in 1964. Ranged 1-4 per sweep in several 
alfalfa fields found infested for first time last fall in other southern 
locations. Winged forms appearing; noted May 7 in 1964, (his, We. Sees). 
NEBRASKA - Ranged 10-30 (averaged about 20) per 10 sweeps in alfalfa in Gage, 
Jefferson, Thayer, Nuckolls, Webster, Franklin and Harlan Counties. Averaged 

75 per 10 sweeps in alfalfa in Furnas and Kearney Counties. (Rhine). COLORADO - 
None taken in Prospect Valley area, Weld County. (Boyes). ARIZONA - Decreasing 
slowly in old and new alfalfa fields in Graham County; most older fields cut, 
(Ariz. Coop. Sur.). NEW MEXICO - Light to moderate on alfalfa in Valencia and 
Bernalillo Counties. (Heninger). Very light, spotted infestations in alfalfa 
in southern Eddy County. (Kloepfer). INDIANA - Ranged to 30 per 100 sweeps in 
Bartholomew and Harrison Counties; alates in Harrison County. (Matthew, Lehker, 
May 8). FLORIDA - Several thousand adults and nymphs per 100 sweeps of alfalfa 
at Gainesville, Alachua County; heaviest population this spring. (Mead, May 10). 


MEADOW SPITTLEBUG (Philaenus spumarius) - MARYLAND - Light to moderate on red 
clover in Carroll and Talbot Counties. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). OHIO - Nymphs 
rather common in alfalfa and clover fields in southern area. Approximately 40 
percent of plants infested; many plants with 2-3 nymphs. Similar field in Brown 
County about 30 percent infested; Butler County field yielded 12 nymphs per 10 
sweeps; about 40 percent of plants infested. Nymphs one-eight to three-sixteenth 
inch long. Common in Fairfield County. (Taylor, Rose). MICHIGAN - 
First instars appearing on legumes in Monroe and Livingston Counties May 11.

NEBRASKA - Ranged 10-20 per 10 
sweeps in south central area. (Rhine). MISSOURI - Adults and nymphs of this and 
Adelphocoris rapidus (rapid plant bug) ranged 2-7 per 10 sweeps on alfalfa in 
south central and southwest districts. (Wkly. Ins. Rpt., May 8). IOWA - Averaged 
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7 per 10 sweeps in alfalfa and red clover in central area. (Iowa Ins. Inf., |

COTTON FLEAHOPPER (Psallus seriatus) - ARIZONA - Medium on many alfalfa fields 
in Maricopa and Graham Counties.

LYGUS BUGS (Lygus spp.) - WYOMING - Adults averaged 34 per 100 sweeps in alfalfa 
in Washakie County. (Marks). NEVADA - Averaged 4 nymphs and adults per sweep 
in most fields checked in Pahranagat Valley, Hiko and Panaca, Lincoln County. 
Counts higher in weedy fields with mustards. (Bechtel, Zoller). UTAH - Lygus 
spp., 90 percent L. elisus, and nymphs to 50 percent grown, common in alfalfa; 
1-2 adults and 2-8 nymphs per 10 sweeps on tansymustard. Few Lygus spp. nymphs 
found in alfalfa in Carbon, north Emery County, fields. Adults, largely L. 
elisus, light to moderately numerous in alfalfa, more numerous on wild mustards.

GREEN CLOVERWORM (Plathypena scabra) - DELAWARE - First adult of season collected 
in blacklight trap in Sussex County May 5. (Burbutis). 


CLOVER LOOPER (Caenurgina crassiuscula) - MICHIGAN - Numerous adults taken in 
blacklight trap in Livingston County. (Snow, Newman). 


ARMY CUTWORM (Chorizagrotis auxiliaris) - MONTANA - Becoming active; reported in 
Gallatin, Yellowstone, Dawson and Hill Counties. (Pratt). COLORADO - Ranged 
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4-6 per square foot in Pierce area, Weld County, on alfalfa; controls recommended, 
(Boyes). Averaged 3 per square foot in Berthoud area. (Cronkhite). UTAH - 

Light in alfalfa in Mapleton area, Utah County, and Miller Creek area, Emery 
County. (Knowlton). 


VARIEGATED CUTWORM (Peridroma saucia) - MISSOURI - Very low numbers noted. (Wkly. 
Ins. Rpt., May 8). Low numbers present in central, east-central and southeast 
districts. (Houser, Thomas, Peters). 


SPOTTED CUTWORM (Amathes c-nigrum) - OHIO - First adult trapped at Wooster, 
Wayne County, May 10; eggs deposited May 13.

CORN LEAF APHID (Rhopalosiphum maidis) - MISSOURI - Few winged specimens on 
corn in Howard County. (Houser, Thomas, Peters). OKLAHOMA - Light on corn in 
Jefferson County. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). 


ARMYWORM (Pseudaletia unipuncta) - ARKANSAS - Moderate outbreak in small grain, 
primarily wheat, in extreme northeast area, Ranged 1-15 per square foot; most 
second and third instars. Present in Mississippi, eastern Craighead and eastern 
Poinsett Counties. Quality of crop varies greatly; infestations vary in direct 
ratio to quality; heavier infestations on better wheat. Ack SsInshsuz)s 
OKLAHOMA - Light to moderate; damaging oats and barley in Jefferson County. 
Unspecified species present in light numbers in wheat in Tillman County. (Okla. 
Coop. Sur.). MISSOURI - First larvae found in wheat in southwest district week 
ending May 1.

ENGLISH GRAIN APHID (Macrosiphum avenae) - WISCONSIN - Average about 6 per 50 
sweeps in Vernon, Richland, La Crosse and Rock Counties in grains; 20 per 50 
sweeps in early planted grain near Arena; oats rapidly infested. (Wis. Ins. 
Sur.). MINNESOTA - Found in most small grains in southern half of State; ranged 
1-10 per 100 sweeps. (Minn. Ins. Rpt.). NEBRASKA - Ranged 20-30 per 10 sweeps 
in wheat in south central counties, (Rhine).

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GREENBUG (Schizaphis graminum) - WISCONSIN - Appearing on grain fields of Sauk 
and Green Counties; populations very low. (Wis. Ins. Sur.). MINNESOTA - One 
specimen found on bluegrass in Freeborn County and one in same host in Blue 
Earth County; none found in small grains. (Minn. Ins. Rpt.). KANSAS - Not 
noted on wheat or barley in southeast section; continues light in fields in 
southwest sections, (Gates, Brooks, May 8). 


SIX-SPOTTED LEAFHOPPER (Macrosteles fascifrons) - MINNESOTA - Found in St. Paul 
area May 4; counts increased May 4-13; widely found in southern half of State. 
Ranged 20-100 per 100 sweeps. (Minn. Ins. Rpt.). WISCONSIN - Adults first 
noted on overwintering grain April 22; increased 800-fold in 2 weeks, Now 
decreased in older grain; range 3-12 in most emerging oat fields. (Wis. Ins.

GREEN STINK BUG (Acrosternum hilare) - WISCONSIN - Averaged 1 per 100 sweeps in 
grain field near Arena, Wis.) Ins:) “Sur. )'. 


CHINCH BUG (Blissus leucopterus) - TEXAS - Moderate locally in grain sorghum in 
Guadalupe County. (Haby). OKLAHOMA - Light on corn checked in Marshall and 
Jefferson Counties (southeast); active in Garvin County (south central). (Okla. 
Coop. Sur.). ILLINOIS - Adults vary 0-340 (average 190) per 100 linear feet in 
wheat in central district. (Ill. Ins. Rpt.). CONNECTICUT - Infesting lawn at 
Newtown, Fairfield County. (Savos). 


A LYGAEID BUG (Paromius longulus) - FLORIDA - Averaged approximately 5 adults and 
nymphs per sweep on oats; scarce on yellow lupine and alfalfa; 1-2 per sweep on 
rye at Gainesville, Alachua County. (Mead, May 10). 


PLANT BUGS - CALIFORNIA - Adults of Irbisia californica and Thyrillus pacificus 
medium on barley fields in San Juan Bautista, San Benito County. (Gal Coop. 
-Rpt.). ARIZONA - Spanogonicus albofasciatus medium and appearing in alfalfa 

in Graham and Maricopa Counties. (Ariz. Coop. Sur,). 


CEREAL LEAF BEETLE (Oulema melanopa) - MICHIGAN - First hatch of season May 10 
in Berrien County research plots; 13 days after first eggs found in field. 

Young larvae common on native grasses and wheat near hibernation quarters. 

Adults continue common on wheat although many moving to preferred host plant, 
oats. No hatch observed on small oat plants to May 12. All larvae first instar; 
eggs, larvae and adults common in infested research plots. First natural adult 
mortality (death from old age) observed in field May 11. Overwintered adults 
likely to decline in numbers until early July. Low temperatures in April caused

BROWN WHEAT MITE (Petrobia latens) - NEW MEXICO - Light to moderate in wheat and 
alfalfa fields near Jarales, Valencia County. Generally light in many fields 
checked in Bernalillo and Sandoval Counties. (Heninger). KANSAS - Populations 
declined. (Gates, Brooks, May 8). 


WHEAT STEM MAGGOT (Meromyza americana) - MINNESOTA - Numerous adults, believed 
this species, collected in Freeborn, Faribault , Sherburne and Wright Counties 
on small grains. Ranged 25-150 per 100 sweeps. (Minn. Ins. Rpt.). 


GRASSHOPPERS - NEW MEXICO - Nymphal surveys May 3-7 as follows: Very light hatch 
in Caprock-Tatum area, Lea County; Melrose area, Curry County; Tucumcari area, 
Quay County; and Mule Creek area, Grant County. First and second instars 
becoming abundant in some areas near Ramah and in spotted areas on Indian 
Reservation near Zuni in McKinley County. (PPC). OKLAHOMA - Nymphal surveys 

of several species on rangeland in Comanche, Cotton and Tillman Counties (south- 
west); Caddo County (west central); and Grady County (central) show infestations 
of 1-7 per square yard. Species found 90 percent Ageneotettix deorum (90 per- 
cent first instar). Other surveys show Melanoplus spp. present in damaging 
numbers in McAlester area, Pittsburg County. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). UTAH - Chiefly 
first and second instars noted about alfalfa fields and roadsides at Green River, 
Emery County. (Knowlton). WYOMING - Several species hatching on ditchbanks and 
fence rows adjacent to irrigated areas in Washakie County. (Marks). Range 
species beginning hatch in Platte County. (Pfadt). At altitude 4,400-4,800 feet 
counts per 100 square feet averaged as follows: Glendo - Cordillacris occipitalis 
first instar, 0.5; Melanoplus confusus, second instar, 0.5 and Psoloessa 
delicatula, adults, 4. Guernsey - C. occipitalis, first instar, 0.5 and M. 
confusus, first instar, 0.5. Wheatland - Aulocara elliotti, first instar 7, 
second instar 1; C. occipitalis, first instar 28; Amphitornus coloradus, first 
instar 2; and M. confusus, first instar 3 and third instar 1. (Marks).

BANKS GRASS MITE (Oligonychus pratensis) - FLORIDA - Adults heavy and damaging 
centipede grass at Deerfield Beach, Broward County. (Clinton, May 5). 


EUROPEAN CHAFER (Amphimallon majalis) - NEW YORK - Larvae nearing prepupal stage 
in Onondaga County. (N.Y. Wkly. Rpt., May 10).

SEED-CORN MAGGOT (Hylemya platura) - NEW JERSEY - Sticky board traps caught 333 
adults on 4 boards at Great Meadows and 280 adults on 6 boards at Cedarville. 
(Ins.-Dis. Newsltr.). 


EUROPEAN EARWIG (Forficula auricularia) - UTAH - Appearing in home gardens in 
Sanpete County. (Thornley, Knowlton, May 10).

(Girardeau).

BOLL WEEVIL (Anthonomus grandis) - TEXAS - Light, spotted populations in Jackson, 
Nueces and Victoria Counties. (Texas Coop. Rpt.). Found in 5 of 14 fields in- 
spected in McLennan-Falls County area. Ranged 0-416; averaged 50 per acre. Six 
weevils collected on flight screens; survival percentage in hibernation cages as 
follows: 1.1 in 2 cages containing 1,000 field collected weevils installed 
October 29; 9.6 in cage containing 136 weevils removed from ground trash and 
rehibernated December 2; and 15.8 in cage containing 152 weevils removed from 
ground trash and rehibernated in March, 1965. One weevil removed from 3 cages 
containing green bolls collected in November and placed on soil surface and 2 
from 3 cages containing green bolls placed on screens 6 inches above soil surface 
in November. One weevil removed from 6 cages containing bollie cotton collected 
from standing stalks in March. (Cowan et al.). ALABAMA - Adults light on young 
cotton in field in Geneva County. (Stephenson, Johnson). Adults out of hiber- 
nation in Bullock and Tuscaloosa Counties. (Stone, Lavendar). Survey in 100- 
acre cotton field in Lowndes County in 6-8 leaf stage revealed rather high in- 
festations of adults; 8 collected from 132 linear feet of row, equivalent to 
about 900 weevils per acre. Another field in 2-leaf stage in Dallas County 
contained average of 44 adults per acre. (Woodruff, Culpepper). 


WIREWORMS - MISSISSIPPI - Larvae reported eating cotton seed in several delta 
county fields; at least 160 acres replanted because of damage. (Pfrimmer et al.). 


THRIPS - ARIZONA - Frankliniella occidentalis (western flower thrips) medium to 
heavy; continues damage to cotton in eastern area; threatens to become of economic 
importance in central area. (Ariz. Coop. Sur.). TEXAS - Light in Harris and 
Victoria Counties. Light to heavy in Refugio, Calhoun, De Witt, Wharton, Houston, 
Madison, Walker and Jackson Counties. Moderate in Anderson, Brazoria, Red River, 
Zavala and Williamson Counties. (Texas Coop. Rpt.). Heavy rains slowed movement 
to cotton in McLennan-Falls County area. Light in 4 systemically treated fields; 
none in 2. In 8 untreated fields inspected, heavy in 1, medium in 1, light in 

5 and none in 1. (Cowan et al.). MISSISSIPPI - Increasing in some delta 

county fields. (Pfrimmer et al.). ALABAMA - Light to heavy in cotton throughout 
much of State.

Feeding on 
terminal growth in Live Oak and Bee Counties. Light in areas of Brazoria, 
Houston, Madison, Walker and Nueces Counties. (Texas Coop. Rpt.). Two larvae 
collected on Indian paintbrush and reared to fifth instar identified as 

H. virescens (tobacco budworm) in McLennan-Falls County area. Total identified 
to date from all hosts: 113 H. zea and 2 H. virescens. (Cowan et al.). 

ALABAMA - Young larvae of Heliothis spp. caused some damage to buds of 8-leaf 
stage cotton in Lowndes County. Numerous eggs noted. (Woodruff et al.). 


BEET ARMYWORM (Spodoptera exigua) - ARIZONA - Light to’ medium on cotton in 
Graham, Yuma and Maricopa Counties; some controls necessary in Yuma County. 
(Ariz. Coop)..Sur.)’. 


YELLOW-STRIPED ARMYWORM (Prodenia ornithogalli) - TEXAS - Occasional specimens 
found in 4 fields in McLennan-Falls County area. (Cowan et al.). 


BLACK CUTWORM (Agrotis ipsilon) - CALIFORNIA - Larvae heavy; damaging cotton 
plantings in Weedpatch, Kern County. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). 
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GRANULATE CUTWORM (Feltia subterranea) —- ARIZONA - Controls necessary in Yuma 
County cotton fields previously planted to lettuce. Light in Solomon area, 
Graham County. (Ariz. Coop. Sur.). 


CUTWORMS -—- MISSOURI - Causing severe loss of stand in at least one cotton field 
in Dunklin County. (Harrendorf, Jones, Keaster). TEXAS - Occasional specimen 
noted in field in McLennan-Falls County area. (Cowan et al.). MISSISSIPPI - 
Increasing in some delta county fields. (Pfrimmer et al.). SOUTH CAROLINA - 
Unusually severe on farm in Sumter County. (Bowen, May 11). 


GARDEN WEBWORM (Loxostege similalis) - TEXAS - Caused light damage in some fields 
in Wharton and Williamson Counties. (Texas Coop. Rpt.). 


PINK BOLLWORM (Pectinophora gossypiella) - TEXAS -— Ten adults from 3 cages con- 
taining green bolis in November in McLennan-Falls County area and placed on 

soil surface; 3 from cages containing green bolls placed on screens 6 inches 
above soil surface in November. In 6 cages containing 100 pounds of bollie 
cotton collected in March from standing stalks, 13 moths emerged. (Cowan et al.). 
ARIZONA - Live larvae were found in the top 2 inches of soil on a farm in Graham 
County. Adult emergence in experimental cages located at Mesa and Safford 
increasing. (Ariz. Coop. Sur.). 


COTTON FLEAHOPPER (Psallus seriatus) - TEXAS - Ranged 5-40 per 100 terminals in 
Nueces, Jim Wells, Live Oak, Victoria, Refugio and Calhoun Counties. Damaging 
in only few fields in Rio Grande Valley. Light in Madison, Houston, Harris, 
Williamson, Brazoria, Anderson and Jackson Counties; moderate in Wharton County 
and heavy in Red River County. (Texas Coop. Rpt.). Averaged 3 per 100 linear 
feet of row in 6 systemically or other treated fields in McLennan and Falls 
County area; ranged 0-22.3. Averaged 3.5 in 8 untreated fields; ranged 0-14. 
Overall average 3.2. Horesemint, a host plant, in all stages of growth from 
seedling to full bloom. Inspections in 5 fields showed very heavy buildup on 
this host; average ll per plant. Heavy crop of evening-primrose also present; 
400 per 75 sweeps on this host. (Cowan et al.). 


LYGUS BUGS (Lygus spp.) - ARIZONA - Nymphal populations increasing in cotton in 
Pinal and Maricopa Counties. (Ariz. Coop. Sur.). 


COTTON APHID (Aphis gossypii) - TEXAS - Light from Bee, Victoria, Calhoun and 
Brazoria Counties. (Texas Coop. Rpt.). 


APHIDS - MISSISSIPPI - Present in many delta county fields. (Pfrimmer et al.). 
GEORGIA - Light on cotton in southern area. (French). 


SPIDER MITES - ARIZONA - Tetranychus telarius (two-spotted spider mite) scattered 
and heavy; required treatments in Yuma and Maricopa Counties. (Ariz. Coop. Sur.). 
TEXAS - Light on cotton in Jim Wells, Houston, Madison and Walker Counties. 

(Texas Coop. Rpt.). ALABAMA - Tetranychus spp. spotted and light on 3 and 4-leaf 

cotton on 2 farms in Tuscaloosa County. (Holstun et al.). 


FOREST, ORNAMENTAL AND SHADE TREE INSECTS 


CONIFER BARK BEETLES - ARKANSAS - Dendroctonus terebrans (black turpentine beetle) 
and Ips spp. activity increasing but still below normal. (Ark. Forest Pest Rpt., 
May). TEXAS — Dendroctonus frontalis (southern pine beetle) increased during 
April from low levels in March. Total of 64 new infestations in Hardin, Jasper, 
Liberty, Newton, Orange, Polk and Tyler Counties. Activity reported in San 
Augustine and San Jacinto Counties. D. terebrans heavy in 1,000-acre loblolly 
pine stand in Orange County. Scattered on loblolly and shortleaf pines in 
Trinity and Houston Counties. Ips avulsus, I. grandicollis and I. calligraphus 
increasing in association with D. frontalis injury. (Texas Forest Pest Comm., 
Apr. Rpt.; Williamson). * ; 
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CONIFER SAWFLIES (Neodiprion spp.) - ARKANSAS - Considerable defoliation by 

N. taedae linearis in Calhoun and Union Counties. Larvae going into soil. 
Infestations less intense than in 1964. (Ark. Forest Pest Rpt., May). NEVADA - 
Variable, spotted, light to medium infestations of early instars of N. edulicolis 
on pinyon pine above Panaca toward Modena Summit; light, spotted infestations at 
Oak Springs Summit, Lincoln County. (Bechtel, Zoller). 


EUROPEAN PINE SAWFLY (Neodiprion sertifer) - INDIANA - Larvae infesting jack pine 
and Virginia pine in Tippecanoe County. (Schuder, May 8). MICHIGAN - Hatching 
widespread in southeastern section. First-stage larvae: averaged 5 colonies per 
5-foot tree in 2 Scotch pine plantations in Livingston County, (Newman). OHIO - 
A small infestation in Scotch pine near Cincinnati, Hamilton County. Larvae 
found at rate of 4 per needle. (Rose). 


EUROPEAN PINE SHOOT MOTH (Rhyacionia buoliana) -— MICHIGAN - Larval injury appear- 
ing on new growth of Scotch pine in Livingston County; 22 live and 3 dead larvae 
found in a 25-twig sample. (Newman). 


NANTUCKET PINE TIP MOTH (Rhyacionia frustrana) - NEW YORK - Adults active in 
Japanese black pine plantation at East Moriches, Suffolk County. (N.Y. Wkly. 
Rpt., May 10). ALABAMA - Last-stage larvae extremely damaging to ornamental 
pine planting in Tuscaloosa County. (Holstun). 


A PINE TIP MOTH - GEORGIA - Heavy on young pines in Athens area, (Rodney, 
Coleman). ARKANSAS - First generation larval activity noticeable in southern 
area. (Ark. Forest Pest Rpt., May). 


SPRUCE NEEDLE MINER (Taniva albolineana) - NEW YORK - Damage observed in Wayne 
County... (Nav, Wily, RpteneMays LODE

A BITING MIDGE (Leptoconops kerteszi) - UTAH - Annoying people about Great Salt 
Lake and into nearby communities. (Knowlton). 


HOG LOUSE (Haematopinus suis) - OKLAHOMA - Heavy on hogs in Bryan County. (Okla. 
Coop. Sur.). 


CATTLE LICE - UTAH - Although 70 percent of cattle in Emery County have been 
dipped for lice, some herds still heavily infested.

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ADDITIONAL NOTES | 


MASSACHUSETTS - ALFALFA WEEVIL (Hypera postica) became much more abundant in 
western area during past week. Damage noticeable in some fields; defoliation 
occurring. Counts per 100 sweeps by county: Berkshire 12 adults and 11 larvae, 
Hampden 22 adults and 73 larvae, Hampshire 4 adults and 277 larvae. CLOVER LEAF | 
WEEVIL (H. punctata) ranged 1-3 larvae and CLOVER ROOT CURCULIO (Sitona hispidula) 
ranged 1-5 per 100 sweeps in western area; up to 12 adults per 100 sweeps of 

S. hispidula recorded in some fields. TARNISHED PLANT BUG (Lygus lineolaris) | 
populations increased from 3 to 19 per 100 sweeps. PEA APHID (Acyrthosiphon 
pisum) not abundant. CLOVER LEAFHOPPER (Aceratagallia sanguinolenta) most 
abundant leafhopper species in fields; ranged 3-6 per 100 sweeps. SPITTLEBUGS 
erratic in distribution in some fields; numerous in Hampden and Berkshire 
Counties. (Shaw). 


NEW YORK - Fields in Dutchess County showed ALFALFA WEEVIL (Hypera postica) 
caused 20-100 percent damage to tips of knee-high alfalfa May 16. Crop severely 
damaged in dry areas; over 100 larvae per sweep. Continued relatively slow 
buildup in Ulster County; 1 or 2 fields show 50 percent tip damage. Many fields 
appear to be outgrowing feeding rate; 18-20 inches of growth common in many 
fields. Ranged less than one to about 10 per sweep in fields in Columbia County. 
ALFALFA SNOUT BEETLE (Brachyrhinus ligustici) now active; greatest numbers found 
in northern Jefferson County. PEA APHID (Acyrthosiphon pisum) scarce for time 
of year; no large infestations in central or eastern areas. None collected in 
yellow pan traps in sugar beet areas. SPITTLEBUGS continue moderate in alfalfa; 
heavy in some birdsfoot trefoil fields. FRUIT-TREE LEAF ROLLER (Archips 
argyrospilus) much lighter numbers in Ulster County than in previous years; no 
RED-BANDED LEAF ROLLER (Argyrotaenia velutinana) eggs noted; heavy egg deposits 
noted in Orleans County May 11. APHIDS started buildup on fruit trees in Dutchess 
County. Adult PLUM CURCULIO (Conotrachelus nenuphar) jarred from peach tree in 
Columbia County May 13. EUROPEAN RED MITE (Panonychus ulmi) nymphs numerous in 
Clinton County on May 12, probably numerous earlier. Fair numbers of COLORADO 
POTATO BEETLE (Leptinotarsa decemlineata) in some Suffolk County areas. FLEA 
BEETLES active on radishes, beets and transplants in Niagara County; activity 
began May 10 in Erie County; now heavy. SPRINGTAILS damaging plants under tents 
in county. CABBAGE MAGGOT (Hylemya brassicae) eggs extremely heavy this year in 
Erie County. EUROPEAN CHAFER (Amphimallon majalis) feeding on lawns in Oneida 
County; GYPSY MOTH (Porthetria dispar) hatched May 11 in Oneida County. About 
50 percent of egg masses hatched; survival rate appears high. FALL CANKERWORM 
(Alsophila pometaria) emerged week of May 10-15 in Cattaraugus County. (N.Y. 
Wkly. Rpt.). 


INDIANA - Adult CEREAL LEAF BEETLE (Oulema melanopa) movement heavy from wheat 

to seedling oats in La Porte and St. Joseph Counties. (Wilson, Shade, Hintz). 
ALFALFA WEEVIL late instars and pupae continue plentiful on alfalfa in southern 
quarter of State. New adults appearing in Harrison County area. ALFALFA PLANT 
BUG (Adelphocoris lineolatus) adults very numerous; averaged 10 per sweep in 
alfalfa in Harrison County. MEADOW SPITTLEBUG (Philaenus spumarius) adults 
emerging in southern quarter of State; nymphal population unusally heavy for 

that area; averaged 1-2 per stem on alfalfa. (Wilson). Adult CODLING MOTH 
(Carpocapsa pomonella) emergence approximately 70 percent complete in Vincennes 
area, Knox County; 85 adults taken at 5 liquid bait traps on May 15. ORIENTAL 
FRUIT MOTH (Grapholitha molesta) adult activity increasing; 252 adults taken in 

5 traps May 10-14 in same area. LESSER PEACH TREE BORER (Synanthedon pictipes) 
adult emergence increasing in orchards in Vincennes area. (Cleveland). OYSTER- 
SHELL SCALE (Lepidosaphes ulmi) hatching on silver maples at Lafayette, Tippecanoe 
County, May 10; approximately 2 weeks earlier than usual. SPRUCE SPIDER MITE 
(Oligonychus ununguis) unusually heavy in nurseries in Madison and Tippecanoe 
Counties; few trees heavily webbed. MAPLE PETIOLE BORER (Caulocampus acericaulis) 
infested several large sugar maples in Lafayette. (Schuder). MAY BEETLES 
(Phyllophaga spp.) adults defoliating pin oaks in Marion and Tippecanoe 


Counties. (Lehker, Schuder). 
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Cattle Lice Survey in North Carolina - 1965 


Survey was conducted from the last week in January 1965 through the second week 

of March to determine the species of lice present on cattle and their distribution 
in the State. Collections were made from dairy and beef animals, depending upon 
availability; most collections were made from cattle in pens or small lots near 
barns. Examinations were limited generally to one or two animals at each farm, 
each animal being examined about the head, dewlap, neck, shoulders, rump, tail 

and twist. Four species known to occur in the United States were collected 

in North Carolina during this survey. Collections were made in the mountain 
counties (Alleghany, Ashe, Wilkes, Watauga, Mitchell, Madison, Haywood, Buncombe, 
Transylvania, Henderson) , Piedmont counties (Catawba, Iredell, Davie, Davidson, 
Mecklenburg, Union, Anson, Richmond, Wake) and Coastal Plain counties (Johnston, 
Wayne, Sampson, Beaufort, Washington, Perquimans, Pasquotank, Camden, Hertford). 
LONG-NOSED CATTLE LOUSE (Linognathus vituli) was present in 64.4 percent of 
collections. CATTLE BITING LOUSE (Bovicola bovis) and Solenopotes capillatus 

were each present in 43.3 percent of the collections. SHORT-NOSED CATTLE LOUSE 
(Haematopinus eurysternus) was collected only one time outside the mountain 
counties; this collection was in Wayne County and was a valid collection on a 
native animal. All determinations were made by W. G. Bruce. Distribution of 

the four species, by county, are shown on the maps below. Figures indicate the 
number of times each species was collected in the various counties. (D. A. Mount). 
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HAWAIIAN INSECT NOTES | 


The following notes on Hawaii insect conditions were presented at the 712th 
meeting of the Hawaiian Entomological Society held in April 1965. 
| 


A single specimen of a CLERID BEETLE (Tillus notatus Klug) was collected on an | 
orange tree at Kula, Maui, at approximately 3,500 feet elevation on February 19, | 
1965. This constitutes a new island record for this species which was first 

found on Oahu by Amy Suehiro early in 1939. (F. Bianchi). 


Several specimens of two HISTERID BEETLES (Hister nomas Erickson and Pachylister 
caffer Erickson) were collected by N. Krauss, February 12, 1965, in cow dung on } 
Parker Ranch, Hawaii. These collections consitute new records for the island 
of Hawaii as well as new State records for these species. Determined by 

Dr. H. Wenzel, who noted that both species are of African origin. There is no i 
record of these beetles having been introduced into Hawaii. (M. Chong). 


Two adults of a DUNG BEETLE (Onthophagus sagittarius (F.)) were collected during 
August 1964 by Y. Nakagawa on Molokai, for a new island record. Several specimens 
of this scarab were collected in light traps operated by the Hawaiian Sugar 
Planters Association Experiment Station at Ewa and Kunia, Oahu, in November and 
December 1964. This scarab was previously collected only in Manoa Valley, Oahu, 
in July 1964. There is no record of its introduction into Hawaii. (M. Chong). 


A SARCOPHAGID FLY (Sarcophagula occidua (F.)) appears to be well established on 
the islands of Kauai, Maui, Molokai and Hawaii. A large number of specimens 

was obtained in fly traps operated on the islands of Molokai on December 16, 

Maui on December 18, and Kaui on December 20, 1963. During the period November 17- 
20, 1964, the species was taken in fly traps operated at the ports of Hilo, / 
Kona and Kawaihae on the island of Hawaii. §. occidua, commonly found breeding 
in dog excrement, was first taken on Oahu in September 1961. It has not been 
recorded previously from the outer islands. (C. R. Joyce). 


GRAY SUGARCANE MEALYBUG (Pseudococcus boninsis (Kuwana)) - An examination was 

made of a heavy infestation Of mealybugs on buffalo grass (Stenotephnum secundatum) 
in a lawn of a home in the Waialae-Kahala area of Honolulu. The mealybugs were 
determined as P. boninsis. This mealybug is rarely found on anything other than 
sugarcane, and its presence on buffalo grass is therefore worthy of note. 

P. boninsis has also been taken on native bunch grass (Enagrostis variabilis) 

‘on Oahu. The material from buffalo grass was heavily parasitized by an encyrtid 
wasp (Aphycus terryi Fullaway). (J. W. Beardsley). 


Numerous VARIEGATED CUTWORM (Peridroma saucia (Hubner)) larvae were noted in a 
dead or moribund condition on March 5, 1965. These larvae were on foliage of 
various weeds, particularly Amaranthus sp. and Malva parviflora, along the lower j 
Kula road at an elevation of approximately 2,000 feet on Maui. Specimens of | 
diseased larvae were collected and submitted to the Division of Invertebrate 
Pathology, University of California, Berkeley. The disease organism was 
subsequently diagnosed as a nuclear polyhedrosis virus. Apparently this is 
the first record of a polyhedrosis disease of P. saucia in Hawaii. (J. W. 
Beardsley), iv 


Several larvae of a NOCTUID MOTH (Anomis flava (F.)) have been collected on 

leaves of ornamental hibiscus and Hau (Hibiscus tiliaceus) in the Honolulu area 
during the past month. Determination was confirmed from adults reared from 

these larvae. These are the first local host records for A. flava, a recently 
introduced species. Elsewhere, this species is known to be a pest of cotton and 
eggplant, as well as Hibiscus spp. (J. W. Beardsley). | 


A specimen of a PHORID FLY (Conicera hawaiiensis Colyer) was collected at 
Honokane Nui Valley, Kohala Mountains, on July 13, 1964, in debris on the floor 
of native forest by G. E. Haas. This is a new record for the island of Hawaii. 
@>, Es, Hardy): 
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A live adult of a CERAMBYCID BEETLE (Phoracantha semipunctata (F.)) was 
intercepted with various cut flowers in mail from Kailua, Oahu, and destined for 
the mainland, on November 4, 1964, by R. Bergman. This is the second collection 
of this species in the pier 36 area of Honolulu. This beetle may be established 
on Oahu, judging from the two widely separated areas of the findings. Determina- 
tion was made by G. B. Vogt. A specimen was also collected in Wahiawa in 
November 1964. (E. S. Shiroma). 


An adult of a DERMESTID BEETLE (Dermestes carnivorus F.) was collected by 

G. Sadoyama on the floor of the Customs Inspection area at the Honolulu Inter- 
national Airport on October 11, 1964. Determination was made by J. M. Kingsolver. 
This beetle is indigenous to America and is known to occur in North and South 
America, Europe and India. It has been found primarily with hides. (E.S. Shiroma). 


MONARCH BUTTERFLY (Danaus plexippus (L.)) - Over 600 adults were collected, reared 
and examined for a shipment to Minneapolis, Minnesota, on March 7, 1965. Three 
albino adults, one male and 2 females, were reared from larvae collected in the 
field on Oahu. No albino specimens were observed in the field. Larvae of 

monarch butterfly were heavily infested (89.2 percent) by a TACHINA FLY 
(Achaetoneura archippivora (Wied.)). A single specimen of a CHALCID WASP (Brachy- 
meria obscurata (Walker)) was reared from the larvae. (W. C. Mitchell). 


MEADOW SPITTLEBUG (Philaenus spumarius (L.)) was collected from Klamath-weed 
(Hypericum perforatum) at 7,200 feet on the slopes of Hualalai Volcano, North Kona, 
Hawaii, by C. J. Davis and H. Yamayoshi. Nymphs and adults were observed in the 
area. This spittlebug was first collected in the Volcano House area in January 
1964 and has since spread over the island to Hualalai. (W. C. Mitchell).
